baea  Scandens,  Cosmos,  Cypress  Vine,  Dahlia, 
Everlastings,  Gaillardia,  Ornamental  Gourds, 
Godetia,  Hyacinth  Beans,  Job’s  Tears,  Lcfbelia, 
^Marigolds  (African  and  French),  Marvel  of
